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' The fifth annual commencement 
of the 
Oneida • County Teachers'

Six- 
teen young women will be given 
their diplomas at th*t time, and sev- 
en more will finish in November or 
January. These sixteen will be 
ready to begin teaching in the rur- 
al schools of this county during the 
coining school year. They together 
with those who graduated in pre- 
vious years provide more than one 
half of the teachers needed in the 
county. It is difficult to put into

which will come to our boys and 
girls through their being taught by 
teachers who have had some train- 
ing for their work. How thorough 
this training has been can be seen 


from the following extract from a 
report made as a result of an offi- 
cial inspection. Inspector Larson 
writes: "I consider the work of the 
school good. It seemed tome that 
Ihe professional 
aspects 
of 
the 


work were quite well kept in'tnind 
throughout Ihe day." 
Four of the graduates are high 
school graduates and will get cer- 
tificate's good for five years. The 
balance will get certificates good 
for three years. 
Some of these 
latter have had from one to three 
years high school training. All of 
Ihe graduates have done one half 
year or more practice teaching in 
the model school.

TROUBLE WITH CANTALOUPES 


Leaf-Blight It Moit Common Annoy- 


ance—May Be Checked by Spray- 


Ing With Bordeaux. ,,

When blight attacks the cantaloupe, 


then the hopes oi the grower wilt as 
•well as the leaves of his plants—It 
la usually a hard-case to cure. 


Leaf-blight Is the most common of 


cantaloupe troubles. The leaves 'be- 
come covered with light to dark browtt, 
generally "circular ipots, which In- 
crease in size and finally coalesce, re- 
sulting In complete wilting and curling 
of the leaves.

The spots commonly chow fine and 


rather Indistinct concentric markings, 
rrach as are found In the common al- 
ternate blight of the potato. The leal 
stalks and Tines are also affected. The 
blight is caused by a fungus, which 
may at least be checked by spraying 
with bordeaux. 


The first application should be oade 


when the Tines are from twelve to 
eighteen Inches long, and then every 
two weeks during the season. 


The bordeaux mixture should be ol 


the usual strength—six pounds of 
bluestone and six pounds of lima to 
fifty gallons of water. 


The greatest care must be taken to 


get down on the under slda of the 
leaves with the spray.
